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THE ORIGINAL AND GENUINE WORCESTERSHIRE. 
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PAN-ISLAMISM AND THE SULTAN. 


To the January issue of the “Imperial and 
Asiatic Quarterly Review,” Professor A. Vam 
béry contributes an important article on “Pan 
Islamism and the Sultan of Turkey.” Examin- 
ing the relation between the Khalifa, or the 
Sultan-Khalifa, and the rest of Mohamedan 
rulers, he argues from historical data that the 
sphere of influence of the Khalifa never ex 
tended beyond the pale of purely spiritual—i.e., 
religious, matters; that worldly interference 
has been always excluded ; and, in fact, that 
there was no link of a closer political com 
munication between, and still less a sign of 
supremacy the different Mohamedan 
countries and the Khalifa, In a word, he says,

Khalifa’s power in his capacity as a leader of 
the whole movement. Above all, it is well to 
note that this leadership is not a public but 
rather a clandestine oue, and it is quite intel- 
ligible when the ruler of the country in such 
straits as Turkey, anxious to find a means of 
salvation, clings to a straw and exag- 
gerates the efficiency of this his last sheet 
anchor. Knowing as I do the shrewdness of 
Sultan Abdul Hamid, I doubt whether he 
really has placed any confidence upon this very 
brittle staff, and whether the whole movement 
is not calculated to intimidate the insufficient- 
ly-informed Western world. If the Sultans of 
Turkey had the power to use their title of a 
Khalifa and the Pan-Islamic movement in 
defence against the aggression of Christian 
Europe, they certainly would have long ago 
applied it, It never occurréd to their mind,” 
On the contrary, Professor Vambéry points 
out, in 1857 the Sultan-Khalifa was ready to 
assist a Christian Power to suppress a revolu. 
tiou in which Mohamedans took part against 
their foreign ruler. But, he continues, “suppos- 
ing the Sultan would continue to incite the 
Mobamedan subjects against their foreign 
ruler, his own Christian subjects would furnish 
ample material for a powerful retaliation. 
Living under a glass roof,he will twice consider 
before he throws stones at others. From 
whatever point of view we look at the question 
of the Sultan-Khalifa’s contempla‘ed aspira- 
tions, we are convinced that, by toleration, 
justice, and liberty —the characteristic of 
British rule—all subversive plans of the Sultan 
will be easily frustrated. Even those Moham- 
edans who complain of alleged wrongs will 
take care not to fall from the frying-pan of 
Christian rule into the fire of Moslem tyranny 
and maladministration. Taken all together, 
it is sad and afflicting that the hitherto peace- 
ful relation between Europe and the Moham. 
edan Asia has taken such a turn and has 
pressed upon us the discussion of this question. 
Not only does it aggravate the task of our 
standard-bearers in the Moslem world, but it 
retards the progress and injures the fairly ini- 
tiated modern life of the Mohamedans them- 
selves. If the younger generation of Moham- 
edans, anxious to propagate the war-cry of 
“India for the Indians,” and “Egypt for the 
Egyptians,"fancy that their years of appren- 
ticeship are over, and that they can already 
dispense with Western tutorship, they are 
grossly mistaken. The turn from an old civili- 
sation into a modern one cannot be accom- 
plished in a trice, and the example of Budd- 
histic Japan cannot stand as an encouragement 
for the followers of the Arabian Prophet. Of 
course, there is a term of the period for the 
latter, too. The time will come, and must 
come, when the Mohamedans, too, will have 
progressed so far as to be able to stand on 
their own feet; but this time has not come 
yet, and no sincere friend of Islam would like 
to see a precipitancy and hurried measures 
leading to disaster. It is particularly the Mo- 
hamedans in India who ought to take to 
heart this humble warning. They are on the 
best way towards a rejuvenescence of their 
country. They are the furthest advanced on the 
path of modern culture amongst their co 
religionists in Inner Asia, andI fully agree 
with Sheikh Abdul Qadir in his concluding 
remarks inthe paper published in this ‘‘Review” 
(April, 1906) under the title, “Young India; 
its Hopes and Aspirations,” when he says: 
“The prospect, on the whole, strikes me to be 
far from gloomy. There is no height which 
Young India may not be able to reach with 
wider education and a greater co-operation 
between the communities inhabiting the land, 
especially if those in whose hands God has 
placed our destinies give us their full sympathy, 
and encourage the efforts of the people to 
better their fortunes. Would it not be a pity 
to obfuscate such a promising horizon, and to 
endanger a bright future by adopting visionary 
plans which lead to darkness and ruin ?”

As tothe question of the gheffir service, the 
Council decided to ask the Ministry of the 
loterior for a copy of the regolations it had 
promised to draw op for the gheffirs, and the 
qnestion will be discossed on receipt of these.

“LOHENGRIN,” 


It has long seemed to us more than doubtfal 
to what extent thore performances should be 
given which merit and receive the oniversal 
verdict of ‘ very oreditatle, considering” ; and 
for Wagner in Italian the verdict may be taken 
as invariable. Triestestands ont as anexample of 
the mingling of Teaton and Latin, whove spi- 
rite resemble each other no more than “‘Antar” 
acd the “Morte d’Arthar.” To tarn to the 
actoal : the one actor doring the last two nights 
at the Zzinia who would have been accepted 
by a northern audience was the Herald ; yet 
we know that in Ita'ian ears his splendid mel- 
low voice rang pompous and heavy. Lohengrin 
we foond small in power, bot caltivated; and his 
acting was consistently good: the King also 
(Sig. Walter Carlo) hedged himself around with 
an impressive majesty. Bot Elsa broke the 
back of the piece: her tremolo goes near to 
being intolerable : in her low notes it is painfal 
to listen to, and higher in the compass one can- 
not bat regret the might-have-been of a fine 
organ. The chorus, male, was bad throughont, 
intone, tane, and time ; and the sopranos were 
bat little better. The trath is, that the 
dignity and depth of a great German choros 
can be found in Germany alone. The orchestra, 
which improves nightly, really rose to the 
ocoasion admirably. We ocongratalate Sig. 
Zaccani, butagain remark that in the church 
soene he shouted to his men “aspetta” ae 
loud, that had we not known that neither bride 
nor bridegroom was in a waiting mood, ve 
had ascribed the ory to none otber than 
Lohengrin. We hope to notice this opera 
again in the coarse of next week. 


“Tosca” will be given this evening. There 
Will be no perfurmance on Monday, and con 
seqoently subscribers to the “A” series will 
be entitled to another performance lacer in 
the season. 


ABBAS THEATRE. 


A TRIPLE BILL 


(Prom ovrk TueatricaL CORRESPONDENT.) 


The Abbas Theatre are filling op the inter- 
val between Mile. Brandés and the arrival of 
an opera troupe with varioos French plsys. 
Last night three pieces were given, “Son Po- 
teau,” “‘Leors Filles,” and “L'Oatrage.” To- 
night the ‘Maitre des Forges” will be attempt- 
ed. The three short plays I mention are not 
very wonderful either in conetraction or io 
matter, they are simply scenes ot lower life: 
the courtesan, the apache, the courenuse of 
private rooms, and her convent bred daogbter 
who follows in ber mother’s footsteps —with 
her mother’s lover! And, last of all, most 
sordid, and yet not without power, the fate of 
the innocent girl who is arrested with others 
ofaclass onknown to her: the formalities, 
which are nothing to them, are death to her. 
Mae. Lindey appeared in the first and last of 
these pieces, One can hardly jadge ber on 
these, except that she was excellent in the first 
and realistic in the last. It wae rather terrible 
to see how those phases of life at which most 
of Paris would smile are a horror and madness 
to those whom it should respect. The rest of 
the actors and actresses were distinctly good, 
especially Mme. Andrieox and M. Desplas. 
Bat before one can find their strength, or the 
distinctive note of Mme. Lindey herself, one 
mast see some longer play in whish ore than 
one phase is brooght to light. The ‘“Maltre des 
Forges” will serve; and comparison —if it is 
possible —with Jane Hading’s rendering will 
be interesting. 


“LE MAITRE DE FORGES.” 

Alas! poor Obnet! All his Sarrey side heroics 
appeared, bald and unconvincing, last night. 
His melodrama was given well, very well, bat 
given in itself withoat the touch of magic 
that veiled it, indaced depth and life into it, 
and for moments suggested reality, onder 
Jane Hading’s ivflrence. Ooe can make 
comparison all through in a certain sense, and 
especially in the lesser parts: these were jost 
as good, it not better,in the hands of the Lindey 
troope. Moalinet (M. Negrel) was very good. 
The Dake was even better than M. Haaterive. 
M. Salvatorand Mme. Lindey herself brooght 
oat tho tatal note of the play. They were both 
excellent, admirable in many places: their 
third and fourth act showed real talent and 
feeling ; bat it was all Ohnet without those 
méments where personality swamped oriticiem. 
We looked on, wa did not feel it was a per 
formance, not a memory, fisttering to the 
actors, but photographic of the anthor whom 
Jane Hading idealised. ‘There was hardly 
anyone in the house: people here evidently 
only go to pass the time and not with mach 
idea of seeing plays. It needs a Hading, a 
Brandés, or, more suitable because more pro- 
nounced, an Escalais to rouse them.

THE WEATHER IN 


ENGLAND. 


Heavy enowstorms occorred in the United 
Kingdom yesterday, and the telegraph lines 
were considerably interropted, which has led 
to great delay in the transit of telegrams 
between England and Bgypt. 


EGYPTIAN ENTERPRISE IN 
GREECE. 


The last sitting of the Greek Assize Coort 
at Alexandria will beheld on Monday next, 
when two chemists, Psathoponolos and Psera- 
phemides, and the professor Measari will be 
tried for having coanterfeited diplomas of the 
University of Athens. This oase excites a good 
deal of local interest as the manofacture of 
false University diplomas presaming to emanate 
from Athens was becoming a public scandal 
and cansed great annoyance in Greece. 


GREEK ASSIZE COURT. 

Mr. Constantine Meimarachi and a nom- 
ber of Greek capitalists domiciled in Bgypt 
have booght a large tract of lard on the 
Kephisia road at Athens with a view to its 
development as a teaatifol suburb of the 
Greek capital. The road to Kephisia is the 
aristocratic promenade of Athens. The district 
thos acquired is to be called the ‘Alexandrine 
Sabarb.”

MR. DICBY’S TRIBUTE. 


Mr. Elward Dicey, writing in the “Daily 
Telegraph,” gives ths following account of the 
reasons for the departore of Yaconb Parha 
Artin from patlic life 

For the last thirty oid years the Ministry 
of Edaocation has been in the hands of Yacoub 
Pasha Artin. This gentleman, a man of great 
ability, bigh character, an Armenian by race, 
but born in Egypt, is esteemed by every visitor 
of eminence who is interested in historical, or 
philological, or antiquarian studies, and from | 
his extraordinary knowledge of foreign langua- | 
ges could converse flnently in English, French, | 
German, -as well as Arabio, ‘T'orkish, and 
Persian. Barly this year, witbout his being 
even consulted, an English cfficial of no educa. 
tional experience, and young enough to be 
Artio Pasha's son, was appointed aa his 
coadyutor, and in fact, if not in name, as his 
superior in bis uwn office. Naturally Artin 
tendered his resignation, on the ground of his 
advancing yeare, but was requested to held it 
over for the present. Uo the retarn of the 
Court and the leading British officials atter the | 
sammer holidays, Artin received a note accept: | 
ing his unofficial resignation, and shortly after- | 
wards it was announced that Saad Pasha, 
Zaghloal had been appointed Minister of Pablio | 
Instraction in his place. | am informed that 
this gentleman isa man of great learning and 
high legal ability, and that he is personally 
wall fitted for the new post, though withort any 
of the singalar authority which his predeces- | 
sor possessed in virtae of his exceptional repa- 
tation. The salary allotted to this newoomer tar | 
exceeds that enjoyed by Artin Pasha. The | 
carious part of the story is that Baad Pasha | 
Zaghloal is one of the most distinguished of 
Mastapha Pasha Kamel’s adherents, and took | 
an active part in the latter's scheme for raising 
by pablio subscription a sum sofficient to foand 
& university in Cairo to impart higher edaca- 
tion under Mohamedan teaohers. For many 
obvieus—and, as | think, jast—reasons the 
establishment of such a stronghold of Ielam in 
Rgypt ia not regarded with favoor by our Bri- 
tieb authorities, and therefore it may bave 
bees politic to deprive “Young Egypt’ of its 
most influential member by appointing him to 
a very laorative post. This is the only plaasible 
explanation of Artin being dismissed and re- 
placed by Zaghloul, bat I cannot answer for its 
correctness.
